Quick-thinking bystanders come to man's aid 


A MAN’S life was saved by the 
quick-thinking actions of bystanders 
as well as a heart-starting defibrilla¬ 
tor. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
has praised the actions of a bar maid 
and a taxi driver who jumped to the 
aid of a pub regular who was enjoying 
an evening out in the Oswestrian pub 
in Oswestry, when he fell ill. 


The man collapsed suddenly at 
about 8pm on Thursday last week 
when bar maid Tracey Griffiths and 
taxi driver Noel Jones jumped to his 
aid. It is believed the man suffered a 
cardiac arrest. 

Jamie Arrowsmith, a spokesman 
for the ambulance service, said: “We 
were called at 8.01pm on Thursday 
to the Oswestrian pub to reports of 


a man, aged in his 70s, who was un¬ 
conscious. 

“We know from what we were told 
by people at the scene that CPR and 
a defibrillator had been used, and 
that his heart had been successfully 
restarted, before he was taken to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

“The ambulance service would 
like to praise bystanders for their 


quick-thinking, in starting CPR and 
using a defibrillator. By doing so they 
have given this patient the very best 
chance of survival.” 

Pub landlord Syd Hallam said: 
“Tracey and Noel were magnificent, 
they knew exactly what to do. They 
massaged his chest and with the help 
of someone from the West Midlands 
Ambulance Service were able to use 


the defibrillator that’s located at 
the back of the Memorial Hall. They 
saved his life, along with that fantas¬ 
tic piece of equipment. That defibril¬ 
lator managed to get his heart started 
again, I don’t know what would’ve 
happened without it.” 

Mr Hallam said he had been told 
the man had come off life support and 
was in a “critical condition”. 


FARMING CHIEF IN 
BREXIT DEAL PLEA

AN Oswestry farming lead¬ 
er says it is vital for the area 
that Theresa May gets the 
best deal possible for the agri¬ 
cultural industry now she has 
triggered crunch Brexit nego¬ 
tiations. 

Malcolm Roberts, regional board 
chairman of the National Farmers’ 
Union, said farming had to be at the 
forefront of talks as Britain readies it¬ 
self to leave the European Union. 

He said trade deals and access to the labour 
force were key to the survival of farming. 

The sheep farmer spoke out 
as lambing is in full swing in 
the Oswestry and Welsh borders 
countryside. 

Mr Roberts said: “We export 
about 40 per cent of lamb, the 
largest export of the UK’s farm¬ 
ing industry. Mrs May has to 
ensure trade deals with Europe 
as we would not survive if we 
had to live with World Trade 
Organisation tariffs. If British 
agriculture is to survive then we have to have 
free trade.” Mr Roberts said the agricultural in¬ 
dustry relied on an available labour force, from 
those to harvest produce to those who pack it. 

“We need workers from outside Britain to 
work, not just in farming but in the industries 
that depend of farming. We need slaughtermen 
and packers for instance,” he said. 

He said that workforce cannot be found from 
British workers and he said the value of agricul¬ 
ture to Britain’s economy was huge. Mr Roberts 
said: “For every £1 that goes to farmers in sub¬ 
sidy about £7.40 is generated for the economy, 
that is huge. The food and drink industry is 
worth £108 billion to the economy and without 
farming at its foundation we would not have that 
industry. We need support payments from some¬ 
where if we are to survive. The British farming 
industry can easily fall foul of our weather, for 
example. This time next year I hope things are 
clearer and sheep farmers do not need to worry 
about what the trade deals will be.”

New road lay-out 
at cemetery leads 
to accident worries 

VISITORS to Oswestry’s cemetery are 
struggling to negotiate new traffic lights 
at a junction next to the graveyard. 

One funeral director fears that the lack 
of a box junction to allow funeral corteges 
and other traffic access to the cemetery 
will lead to an accident. The junction is 
now controlled by traffic lights that also 
give access to the new Lidl supermarket. 

Since the junction was finished last 
month there have been complaints about 
the dangers of turning right into the cem¬ 
etery access and car park that is next to 
the traffic lights. Earlier this week mat¬ 
ters came to a head as an ambulance ar¬ 
rived at the lights just as a slow moving 
cortege was turning across its path into 
the cemetery. 

Nick Richards, from David Davies fu¬ 
neral directors, said: “When you have a 
funeral cortege that has gone through 
the traffic lights from the town centre 
then trying to turn into the cemetery you 
can quickly get grid lock. If something is 
not done to allow drivers to go across the 
traffic waiting on a red light there is soon 
going to be an accident.” 

Mark Wootton, highways manager 
from Shropshire Council, said issues had 
arisen regarding access to the cemetery. 

He said: “As a result officers have car¬ 
ried out a site assessment and are cur¬ 
rently considering the most appropriate 
measures to improve the access arrange¬ 
ments to the cemetery.”

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Health bosses lend backing 
to maternity closure plan

MATERNITY units outside Shrop¬ 
shire’s main hospitals should 
close at night, health bosses 
have suggested. 

The idea that three midwife led units 
at Bridgnorth, Oswestry, and Ludlow, 
become “birthing centres”, has been 
recommended as Shrewsbury and Tel¬ 
ford Hospital NHS Trust’s (SATH) 
official view in an operational plan 
that went before the body’s governing 
board last week. 

A decision will be made on the units later 
this year after a review being led by Shrop¬ 
shire Clinical Commissioning Group. 

Campaigners fighting cuts to maternity 
units said they would fight the move, which 
they see as a downgrading of services. 

It comes after hundreds of people 
marched in Oswestry and Bridgnorth last 
month in support of the units. The SATH 
report, compiled by finance director Neil 
Nisbet, says that the number of women 
using the units has fallen in recent years. 

And the report adds: “Workshops held 
within the service, with staff across the 
professions delivering the service, have 
concluded that the current model of care 
should be redesigned with the non-acute 
midwife-led units moving to a birthing cen¬ 
tre model, where the midwife follows the 
woman, rather than being based in the unit 
24/7. 

“This would mean that the midwife-led 
units in Bridgnorth, Ludlow and Oswestry 
would not provide an overnight service, 
apart from for women in labour. 

“The trust’s view will feed into the for¬ 
mal midwife-led unit review that is cur¬ 
rently underway, led by Shropshire CCG 
and the wider Local Maternity System 
work within the STP.” 

Liz Grayston, who has led the Oswestry 
campaign against cuts or closure of the 
town’s maternity unit, said: “This is the 
first time I have seen this in black and 
white, that this is what they are planning 
to do. Now we start shouting. It’s great 
news that these units are going to stay open 
but no matter what they say, it is a down¬ 
grade because they are reducing the hours 
you can stay in the unit and, actually, the 
range of services on offer.” 

She said it would also discourage women 
from choosing to give birth at their local 
unit, further putting the service’s long 
term future at risk.

“He consistently demonstrates the values 


that the trust represents - he is always 
friendly, caring, helpful and professional 
when he delivers and collects our mail, and 
always has a friendly word for everyone he 
meets on the corridor.” 

Sarah added: “Paul has tireless enthusi¬ 
asm and passion for his work and will help 
work colleagues, patients and visitors with¬ 
out any hesitation.” 

And Nicola said: “He is always a gen¬ 
tleman - helping staff and visitors alike 
everywhere he goes with a friendly outlook 
and commitment to keep the post moving 
around the hospital.” 

Paul was delighted, if somewhat embar¬ 
rassed, to receive the award. 


He said: “I thought I was just coming a 
team meeting and Martine Williams, the 
deputy facilities manager, was coming over 
to speak to us, so it was a nice surprise. I’d 
like to thank everybody who has nominated 
me. They are my friends as well as my col¬ 
leagues, and I wouldn’t work anywhere else 
now.” 

The award was presented by chief execu¬ 
tive Mark Brandreth and was formally an¬ 
nounced at the March meeting of the board 
of directors. Mr Brandreth said: “Paul’s 
years of hard work have been so valuable 
to RJAH so I am delighted to see that effort 
recognised by his colleagues who have nom¬ 
inated him for this award.”

PRIME Minister Theresa May’s 
pulling of the EU trigger has 
been hailed an historic occasion 
by MPs in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales. 

Mrs May told MPs on Wednesday 
last week that Britain’s ambassador to 
the EU had delivered a letter to presi¬ 
dent of the European Council, Donald 
Tusk, stating that Britain would leave 
the EU within two years under Article 
50 of the Treaty on European Union. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, 
who was an outspoken campaigner for Brit¬ 
ain to leave the EU, said it was an impor¬ 
tant moment for Britain. 

“The Prime Minister has kept her prom¬ 
ise to the British people of invoking Article 
50 by the end of March, it’s another im¬ 
portant step. The referendum was a huge 
step, this is another step, and the next big 
step really will be the Great Repeal Bill and 
moving on with that.” 

He said there would be ups and downs 
along the way, but said the future was 
bright as long as Britain remained focused. 
Mr Paterson said: “As long as we are deter¬ 
mined to have a clear destination in Britain 
becoming a global country again, we have 
got a great future.” 

He added that he wanted to see Britain 
continue to have close relations with its EU 
neighbours, as well as a rapid settlement 
of the issue about EU residents living in 
the UK, and British nationals living in EU 
countries. 

The MP said: “We want to establish a re¬ 
lationship of reciprocal free trade with the 
EU, but also to establish trade links with 
the rapidly growing economies outside of 
the EU, where the economies are shrink¬ 
ing.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies said: 
“Clearly its a momentous day for Britain, 
and for Europe. I supported leave, so I wel¬ 
come this important decision from the peo¬ 
ple on withdrawing from the EU. I know we 
will now have a period of uncertainty and 
long, hard negotiations, and I hope both 
sides approach it in a positive way. I want 
us to be an outward-looking Britain.” 

Shrewsbury and Atcham MP Daniel Ka- 
wczynski said the announcement was not 
about Britain leaving, but about joining 
the rest of the world. “It’s about entering 
the global world,” he said. 


PLANS for three houses to be built 
next to a school have sparked anger 
among residents. 

A planning application has been 
lodged with Shropshire Council 
for three homes in Cabin Lane, 
Oswestry, near to the Meadows 
Primary School and Kidszone Day 
Nursery at Eastern Oswestry Com¬ 
munity Centre. 

Applicant Chartland Develop¬ 
ments, based near Shrewsbury, has 
submitted the plans for the terrace 
of three houses, as well as two park¬ 
ing spaces per property on vacant 
land between The Parade, which 
features the One Stop convenience 


shop, a takeaway and a hairdress¬ 
ers, and Cabin Lane Church. 

In its design and access state¬ 
ment, the firm said: “The site is 
currently unused and laid to grass. 
The site is within the built up area 
and within just a few metres of a 
convenience store, church and pri¬ 
mary school. 

“The site is clearly in a sustain¬ 
able location where there is a pre¬ 
sumption in favour of development. 
There are no adverse impacts of the 
development that would outweigh 
the benefits.” 

But resident Claire Arnold said: 
“The plans seem not only ridiculous 


to most but also an accident waiting 
to happen because it’s such a busy 
area and road, especially during 
school drop-off and collection time. 
It will cause absolute carnage. 

“If you don’t know the area three 
houses doesn’t sound like an issue 
but if you know the area and know 
how small the plot of land is and 
where it’s situated, you will under¬ 
stand the problems it will cause in 
the community. It’ll be extremely 
dangerous.” 

Residents are planning to set up a 
petition, as well as looking to launch 
a crowdfunding appeal to purchase 
the land.

A&E move is consequence 
of reform failure, says MP

MONTGOMERYSHIRE MP Glyn Davies has said the possibility of 
overnight closure of the A&E department at Telford’s Princess Royal 
Hospital is an “inevitable consequence” of failure to agree reform of 
Shropshire’s emergency services earlier this year. 

A meeting of Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital Trust agreed last week that 
work will start on contingency plans to close Telford’s A&E at night. 

Members of the board said they had considered all options and previously found that 
they would have more difficulty closing Royal Shrewsbury’s A&E because the trauma unit 

---—- and emergency surgery are located there. 

Simon Wright, chief executive of the 
trust, said it will take every step possible to 
avoid the overnight closure of Telford A&E. 
But he said the trust needed to plan now 
before it reached a “crisis point”. 

Commenting on the closure possibility, 
Mr Davies said: “It will come as a shock to 
the people of Telford that the A&E service 
at the Princess Royal Hospital may be faced 
with overnight closures later this year. But 
it’s exactly what I warned might happen 
when Shropshire’s Clinical Commissioning 
Groups refused to agree to the A&E re¬ 
form proposed by the Future Fit Board last 
autumn - after a study taking over three 
years to complete and costing £2 million. 

“The reality is that while the Shropshire 
NHS continues to be regarded as econom¬ 
ically and operationally unsustainable, 
consultant and locum doctors will not be 
attracted to deliver services to Shropshire 
and Mid Wales. Because the hospital trust, 
which runs the hospitals, must always put 
the safety of patients first, and safety can¬ 
not be assured without sufficient A&E con¬ 
sultants, there is no option but to consider 
closure of one A&E. 

“We desperately need the Future Fit 
Board to get a move on.

A NURSE suspended for changing medical 
notes has been dismissed. 

Sheena Hughes was dismissed from 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital in January 
last year, bosses said. 

The information was released following 
a Nursing and Midwifery Council hearing 
last week in which she faced a misconduct 
charge for changing notes. The charge was 
over her actions surrounding the death 
of Charlie Davies, who suffered from 
Duchenne muscular dystrophy and who 
fell while getting undressed in his bedroom. 
The 15-year-old suffered a fractured femur 
which, in turn, led to him developing a con¬ 
dition that ultimately led to his death.

Stallholder Jason Edwards said he was furious after getting a parking ticket while 
loading up his van at Oswestry’s outdoor market in Bailey Head on Wednesday last week. 
He is the second trader to be booked by a traffic warden there in the past month. 

But Shropshire Council officers say loading or unloading in the area is prohibited be¬ 
tween the hours of 10am and 4pm for safety reasons. 

Oswestry Town Council, which is working to attract more traders and shoppers to the

Thousands 
waiting for 
treatment 

THOUSANDS of Shropshire patients are 
having to wait more than 18 weeks for hos¬ 
pital treatment, new figures have revealed. 

It is estimated that at the end of last 
month the trust controlling Shropshire’s 
two main hospitals will have had 2,515 pa¬ 
tients who have waited more than 18 weeks 
for treatment. 

The national requirement is to ensure 
the number of patients waiting for longer 
than 18 weeks for treatment does not ex¬ 
ceed eight per cent. 

Health bosses have said Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, which 
manages both Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
(RSH) and Princess Royal Hospital (PRH) 
Telford, has consistently struggled to meet 
the target this year. 

Officials say they have developed a plan 
to reduce the 18 week backlog. 

A paper discussed at a meeting of the 
trust in Shrewsbury on Thursday says that 
to reduce waiting times bosses plan to in¬ 
troduce waiting list initiatives, additional 
theatre sessions, and consider outsourcing. 

The cost of increased capacity is expected 
to be £3.3 million and officials say they hope 
to achieve the 18 week target by November. 

The paper also said that the trust has a 
shortfall of 99 registered nurses - leading 
to a reliance on agency staff. 

It states: “Despite extensive recruitment 
activities, this gap has remained fairly con¬ 
stant for the last three years and has con¬ 
sistently been filled with agency nurses.” 


shire Council about the problem. 

Mr Edwards, who runs the AC Edwards 
fruit and veg stall which has been a fixture 
of the market for 60 years, said: “We were 
loading up to go home on Wednesday when 
a traffic warden booked us for drawing the 
van into Bailey Street. It was tipping down 
with rain and we were loading the second 
van when we realised we had been booked. 
It was unbelievable after a long hard day 
grafting on a market that is struggling.” 

Oswestry Town Clerk David Preston 
said: “Jason and his family are long and 
valued market traders. The town council 
has no highway powers and in the case 
of Oswestry the making and enforcement 
of traffic orders on the highway rest with 
Shropshire Council. We had a discussion 
with Shropshire Council a few weeks ago 
about taking some market activities into 
the street and resulting parking/unload¬ 
ing matters. We respect and recognise the 
job traffic warden do but we hope for some 
some common sense and help to assist re¬ 
tailers and market traders.” 

Frances Darling, Shropshire Council’s 
trading standards and licensing opera¬ 
tions manager, said the ticket was issued 
at 2.45pm, while parking - and loading and 
unloading in particular - was prohibited 
between 10am and 4pm. 

She said: “This is not a new restriction 
and was put into place following full public 
consultation.” 

She said Mr Edwards was not with the 
vehicle when the ticket was issued, or else 
he would simply have been asked to move 
it. “Whilst I understand the inclement 
weather on Wednesday may have posed 
some additional challenges for the market 
stallholders, this would not alter the fact 
that the restrictions are in force for all,” 
she said. 

“The stallholder ought to have used the 
car park at the top of Bailey Head, as this is 
where Oswestry Town Council has granted 
permission for the market stallholders to 
park their vehicles.”

Once dubbed 'tin tents', 
these little houses on 
wheels now offer luxury 
living.

GONE are the days of package 
holidays to Spain and cheap 
flights to Turkey - now holidays 
are all about being closer to 
home and enjoying the great 
British countryside. 

That means a return to basics - 
and a return of the caravan. 

Of course the ‘tin tent’ has never gone 
away. But after a boom in the 1950s and 
60s it somewhat lost its lustre, becoming 
the domain of the enthusiast and the 
bane of country lane motorists every¬ 
where. 

Now, however, the caravan is back 
with a vengeance, due to an upturn in 
staycation holidays in the UK. 

Industry experts say this is due in part 
to concerns over safety abroad because 
of international terrorism and financial 
worries because of the falling value of the 
pound affecting exchange rates. 

That means many holidaymakers are 
swapping the sunny shores of the Med¬ 
iterranean for Mid Wales, the Lake Dis¬ 
trict and Scotland. 

The caravan industry is enjoying a 
boom going into 2017. Sales of static 
caravans have hit an all-time high, while 
those wanting to take to the high road 
are spending more on campervans and 
touring caravans. Tens of thousands at¬ 
tended last month’s Camping and Cara¬ 
van Show at Birmingham’s NEC. 

Vans that were once the butt of a na¬ 
tion’s jokes are now cool once again. 

The caravan industry contributes more 
than £6 billion to the UK economy and 
employs about 130,000 people, including 
part time and seasonal staff. 

In the UK, it is estimated that there 


are currently 550,000 touring caravans, 
330,000 caravan holiday homes and 
more than 205,000 motorhomes. In ad¬ 
dition, there are approximately 100,000 
residential park homes in use. 

Camping and caravanning became 
popular in Britain from the 1920s, as 
mass-produced vans arrived on the 
scene from companies such as Eccles 
and Raven. 

But it wasn’t until the 1950s that 
caravan holidays hit the mainstream, 
helped by an improved road network, 
newer caravan designs and better camp 
facilities. Families on a tight budget 
were able to have a relatively cheap 
break for the first time. 

The latest luxury caravan holiday 
homes are equipped with ultra-modern 
kitchens, sumptuous lounges, bath¬ 
rooms with showers and flushing toi¬ 
lets, bedrooms with en-suite facilities, 


central heating and double glazing. 
There’s even washing machines and 
dishwashers in some models. 

Tony Bywater, chairman of Shrews¬ 
bury-based Salop Leisure, has seen 
massive changes during his 50 years 
working in the caravan industry across 
the West Midlands and Shropshire. 

“When you look back to when I 
started in the business 50 years ago, 
a fortnight’s holiday abroad was abso¬ 
lutely out of the question for most peo¬ 
ple because of the cost,” he said. 

“People were just happy to stay in 
the UK. 

“Then, suddenly, we saw the rise of 
cheap package holidays to Spain that 
appealed to a lot of young families and 
the caravan industry went through a 
tricky time. 

“The industry was more suited to 
older people; now it appeals to ah age 


groups. People work longer and harder 
and they want to make the most of their 
quality time by taking breaks with their 
families whenever they like and that’s 
where caravans deliver; they’re flexible, 
can be used throughout the year and 
offer an excellent standard of accommo¬ 
dation to match many hotels. 

“We find that people now want more 
out of their holiday accommodation. If 
you holiday abroad, when your week or 
a fortnight is over, all you are left with is 
a sun tan and a few nice photos. 

“We are selling a product that I know 
from experience will improve the quality 
of life for the owner and their family. I 
have known very few people during my 
time in the business who have bought 
a caravan and not been absolutely de¬ 
lighted with their purchase. 

“I fully understand what lures peo¬ 
ple from the urban rat race to drive 
two hours to the peace, tranquillity and 
open spaces of Mid Wales. Things that 
people who live in the countryside take 
for granted, such as watching the stars 
in clear night skies, bring so much en¬ 
joyment to people from towns and cities. 

“I also hear during my conversations 
with parents and grandparents how im¬ 
portant it is for families to spend qual¬ 
ity time together out in the fresh air. 
There’s also the increasing health prob¬ 
lem of obesity and the need to exercise. 

“The days of chemical toilets, curly 
lino and gas mantles have long gone as 
today’s modern caravan holiday homes, 
touring caravans and motorhomes offer 
luxury accommodation more akin to a 
yacht that enables the owners to escape 
to an environment that improves their 
lifestyle and wellness.” 

Tony entered the industry as an ener¬ 
getic young salesman with Gailey Car¬ 
avans and joined Salop Leisure three 
years later in 1969, at the age of 28, 
when the business was based at Meole 
Brace. Today, the company’s work¬ 
force has expanded to nearly 200 and 
it has three sites in Shrewsbury, Stour- 
port-on-Severn and Machynlleth.

In recent years, the UK has 
continued to experience a period 
of robust economic growth, re¬ 
cord levels of employment and a 
falling deficit.

Barclays commissioned the 
report UK trade outlook 2016- 
2026 last summer, which pre¬ 
dicted that services are set to 
account for half of UK exports 
from 2026, up from 38 per cent 
in 2006 and 44 per cent last year. 
This will put the UK in contention 
as the global leader for service 
exports. 

Such a position of economic 
strength gives us an advantage 
in the upcoming Brexit negoti¬ 
ations. We now have a crucial 
task persuading the member 
states, particularly in a year with 
key elections in France and Ger¬ 
many, that they have a massive 
mutual, selfish and strategic in¬ 
terest in continuing reciprocal 
free trade with us. It is important 
over the coming months that the 
democratically elected govern¬ 
ments of the member states, 
with whom we trade successful¬ 
ly, exert their influence over the 
Commission negotiators, who 
may well have a different politi¬ 
cal objective giving priority to the 
European project. 

As we enter this negotia¬ 
tion period our optimal strate¬ 
gy is reciprocal free trade with 
the 27 members of the EU. We 
are a prosperous nation with a 
great future ahead of us. Once 
we leave the Customs Union, 
its Common External Tariff and 
embrace free trade, we can then 
begin making bilateral free trade 
agreements with fast-growing 
nations around the world.

What we need is for people in authority to 
give it to us as we see it, not what they want 
us to hear. This failure to speak from the 
heart is seen throughout our nation, even 
in our own community. We don’t yet have 
a Trump in this country and maybe our cul¬ 
ture doesn’t need or want one, but it would 
be nice to see someone in authority have 
the strength of character and commitment 
to tell us things as we see them not what 
they want us to hear.

Chicken farm bid 
set for go-ahead 

PLANS to build a chicken farm for up 
to 100,000 birds on an historic estate 
are being recommended for approval. 

The owners of Domgay Hall be¬ 
tween Four Crosses and Llanymynech 
want to build two broiler units on ag¬ 
ricultural land. 

The buildings will include six feed 
bins, offices and a control room. Each 
of the two units would be 115 metres 
long and 18.4 metres wide. 

Powys Council Council was due to 
meet today (Thursday) to discuss the 
application. Planning officers are rec¬ 
ommending that planning permission 
be granted for the complex. 

A report to councillors says that the 
chicken farm would be 750 metres to 
the north east of Four Crosses, off the 
A483 and would be built on 4.3 hec¬ 
tares of agricultural land. 

The access would be an improved 
entrance off Domgay Lane that would 
run to the east of the historic farm¬ 
house and buildings. 

Local residents have written to the 
community council raising various 
concerns.

OUTLINE plans to create a 
housing estate in a village near 
Oswestry have been granted 
permission - despite fears of 
poor access to the site. 

Shropshire Council has approved 
the scheme to potentially build 64 
homes on a former sawmill at Rhos- 
weil at Weston Rhyn. 

But at a meeting of the council’s north 
planning committee, members echoed pre¬ 
vious concerns raised about access to the 
site, including visibility being poor, and 
agreed that the issue should be determined 
at a latter stage when more detailed plans 
are submitted. 

Weston Rhyn Parish Council has said 
building the homes on the site on a blind 
bend would create a severe traffic hazard. 

Speaking at last week’s meeting in Shire- 
hall, Shrewsbury, Councillor Vince Hunt 
said: “I can’t see any reasons for refusing 
this. It does lend itself to building.” 

Councillor David Lloyd said: “There is a 
place for housing there. But the site is ad¬ 
jacent to the main A5 road and there is the 
potential for it to be quite hazardous.” 

Councillor Steve Davenport said: “It is 
prime for development.” 

And Councillor Gerald Dakin said: “I am 
not against the development of this site at 
all but there is definitely sub-standard ac¬ 
cess.” 

In her report to the meeting, Shropshire 
Council planning officer, Karen Townend, 
said that the existing poor visibility would 
be improved by the cessation of heavy goods 
vehicle activity on the site, currently used 
by a modular building company. 

However, she said, the applicant should 
provide some form of traffic control on Sta¬ 
tion Road - the main road through Weston 
Rhyn - to reduce traffic speeds.

Bins will go 
from store 
because of 
fly-tipping 

COMMUNITY recycling bins are to 
be removed from a Welshpool super¬ 
market after fly-tippers targeted the 
area. 

Tesco in the town has asked Powys 
County Council to take away the 
paper, glass, textiles and cardboard 
recycling containers after the super¬ 
market was host to months of fly tip¬ 
ping. 

Warning signs and written warn¬ 
ings from the council have been ig¬ 
nored, with offenders continuing to 
abuse the site. Nigel Brinn, head of 
highways, transport and recycling 
at the council, said it had taken the 
action after being asked by the super¬ 
market giant. 

Mr Brinn said: “We will be remov¬ 
ing the community recycling site lo¬ 
cated at Tesco in Welshpool following 
a request to do so by the store. 

“The site is on land owned by Tesco 
and they have requested that the 
banks are removed because they have 
attracted a large amount of fly-tipping 
over recent months.” 

Mr Brinn said: “It is unfortunate 
that the banks will be removed be¬ 
cause of the actions of a small number 
of individuals. 

“Households are able to recycle 
their glass, paper and card using their 
recycling boxes and they can take 
bulky cardboard to their local house¬ 
hold waste and recycling centre on 
Severn Road. 

“If any householder is struggling to 
reduce the amount of waste they put 
in their black wheeled bin, they can 
contact our waste awareness team 
who will be able to provide advice on 
how they can recycle more of their 
waste. 

“Householders can also request 
additional recycling boxes if they are 
required.”

LORD Harlech has raised more 
than £2.5 million by selling off 
hundreds of antique treasures, 
including many from his family’s 
former home near Oswestry. 

Old Etonian property developer Lord 
Harlech, 30, was born near Oswestry and 
became the seventh Lord Harlech when his 
father died on February 1 last year. 

He sold more than 550 family heirlooms 
at an auction at Bonhams in London. 

The money will be used to restore the 
Harlech family home, Glyn Cywarch, in 
Wales. 

Lord Harlech’s grandfather, the fifth 
Lord Harlech, was Conservative MP for 
Oswestry for 11 years, from 1950 until 
1961, when he became Britain’s Ambassa¬ 
dor in Washington. 

During his four year as ambassador, Lord 
Harlech became a particularly close friend 
of US President John F Kennedy and his 
wife, Jacqueline. 

One of the most poignant and desirable 
items in the Harlech auction was an 1840 
edition of The Poetical Works by Percy 
Bysshe Shelley, which was once owned 
and treasured by President Kennedy and 
which, after his death, his widow gave to 
Lord Harlech. 

The book fetched £8,125. 

Meanwhile, a rare 115-year-old King 
Edward VII officer’s sword, of the Shrop¬ 
shire Yeomanry Cavalry, sold for £525 at 
the auction. 

The sword belonged to the third Lord 
Harlech, Conservative MP for Oswestry 
from 1901 until 1904. The third Lord Har¬ 
lech was commanding officer of the Shrop¬ 
shire Yeomanry Cavalry from 1902 until 
1907. 


TWO young apprentices from North 
Shropshire College in Oswestry are 
enjoying new experiences overseas.

THE former leader of the British Na¬ 
tional party is emigrating to Hungary. 

Nick Griffin, of Llanerfyl near Llan- 
fair Caereinion, a former chairman of 
the BNP, said he intends to move to 
the eastern European country within 
the next six months.

Transgender 
review to be 
carried out by 
police force 

POLICE uniforms, facilities and cells 
are among items being reviewed by 
Dyfed Powys Police to ensure it takes 
transgender people into considera¬ 
tion. 

The force says it is not yet equipped 
to support transgender employees and 
that it needs to provide a high level of 
service to members of the community 
who identify as having non-binary 
genders. 

It has pledged to commit itself to 18 
recommendations by a special gender 
identity working group. 

The recommendations include look¬ 
ing at how the police uniform can be 
changed to make less differentiation 
between male and female officers. 

A report by the working group said 
“The differentiation between uni¬ 
forms, especially the tie/caveats and 
different hats were seen as unneces¬ 
sary. It was felt that many of the rules 
within the force’s uniform policy fo¬ 
cused around tradition, rather than 
practicality. This tradition re-enforces 
gender barriers which are not practi¬ 
cal if the force is to be representative 
of the trans community.” Providing 
a gender neutral toilet and shower 
within police stations is also to be 
looked at and the group is also calling 
for an end to separate male and fe¬ 
male wings of cells in police stations. 

An example of a gender neutral cus¬ 
tody suite can be found in Haverford¬ 
west the report says. 

There are also plans to give special 
training to staff, to have regular po¬ 
lice surgeries that focus on lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender rights 
and problems and have a LGBT page 
on the police website. 

Assistant chief constable for Dyfed 
Powys Police, Liane James, said: 
“There is a need to understand how 
the force can better serve those mem¬ 
bers of the public, especially with re¬ 
gards to initial point of contact and 
custody.”

Ms Good said: “We wanted to do 
something to brighten up the recovery 
room and make it a more friendly area 
for children when they come around 
from surgery, as this can be a scary 
and disorientating time for them. 

“Emma is my sister-in-law and 
I knew how talented she is, so I ap¬ 
proached her about doing something 
and she has done a fantastic job. 

“It looks fantastic and we have had 
a tremendous response from the chil¬ 
dren and their families, as well as from 
the staff here at the hospital.” 

She added: “It’s made a massive dif¬ 
ference. 

“We’re so grateful to the league of 
friends for all their support - not just 
with this, but with other equipment 
they have bought for us too.” 

Emma Good, from Clun, said: “I felt 
privileged to be able to do this, and 
it’s been pleasing that it has had such 
great feedback. 

“It’s nice to think that it can help 
to make the children feel a little bit 
more relaxed when they’ve just had an 
operation. 

“Maddie wanted a woodland theme

and I’d already done the trees in my 
daughter’s nursery so I used them 
again and added in the animals.” 

The league of friends have also re¬

youngsters’ stay in hospital more com¬ 
fortable and enjoyable. 

The league of friends group’s man¬ 
ager Victoria Sugden recently visited 
the newly decorated paediatric recov¬ 


ery room to take a look at the artwork 
where she met Madeleine Good, the 
artist Emma Good and her daughter 
Rosie, who was happy to try out the 
new ride-along car purchased by the 
league of friends. 


Surgeonsin 
pioneering 
back work 

PIONEERING surgery to reduce 
severe back pain is being trialled by 
surgeons at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

The ground breaking technique 
currently being trialled should be of¬ 
fered to patients nationwide, the Na¬ 
tional Institute for Health and Care 
Excellence (NICE) has said. 

The new procedure to fuse two 
vertebrae together, which is offered 
to reduce serious back pain, involves 
operating through a person’s side, 
rather than the stomach or back, in 
order to reduce the patient’s recovery 
period. 

This new surgery is known as ex¬ 
treme lateral interbody fusion (XLIF). 

Matthew Ockendon, spinal surgeon 
at the hospital, has been trialling the 
new XLIF technology for a year. 

He said: “There are some patients 
for whom the only option is to stiffen 
part of the spine to stop the move¬ 
ment, perhaps to get the pressure 
off nerves, to help leg pain, perhaps 
to help with back pain symptoms and 
for those patients what we look for 
always is a way to do this doing min¬ 
imal damage to let them rehabilitate 
quickly and get back to their lives. 

“We take two vertebrae that would 
have moved as separate entities when 
you’re younger perhaps or before in¬ 
jury, then stiffen it to stop the move¬ 
ment which is causing the pain. Once 
they’ve had the surgery done, it’s a 
small proportion of the total move¬ 
ment so I think they do probably no¬ 
tice a difference. 

“The hope is absolutely that their 
pain is significantly better.” 

He added: “Traditionally and the 
way I was trained was to go through 
the tummy, moving the bowels out 
the way and all that sort of thing to 
get to the spine, and obviously that’s 
a big operation, and patients are left 
with a big, long cut, a fair amount of 
time in hospital to get over that or to 
go from the back and again, be left 
with a big, long cut, moving all those 
muscles in order to get to the spine, 
causing some damage and then you 
have to heal from that.”

£45k cash appeal

AN urgent £45,000 appeal 
has been launched to help re¬ 
pair an historic workhouse’s 
Master’s House. 

Trustees of Llanfyllin Work- 
house kick-started their biggest 
appeal to date in a bid to restore 
the building. 

John Hainsworth, one of the trus¬ 
tees of Llanfyllin Workhouse, said: “To 
start with we’re aiming at £45,000 just 
to fix the roof, which is in a pretty dire 
state but to use the building as we’d 


like to we’re looking at three times 
that, or even more. The most urgent 
work is repairs to the roof that covers 
the octagonal, three-storey structure. 

“For several years buckets have 
been put out to catch the leaks, slates 
have shifted, verges and valleys have 
deteriorated and water penetration 
threatens further damage. 

“The cost of scaffolding for such a 
tall building is high and the roof de¬ 
sign is complex. Its condition poses a 
serious threat to the whole building 
and all the activities it houses. 

“We’ve been making and mending 


for over 10 years and hopefully have 
established some credibility: now it’s 
time to do a proper job on a nationally 
important building.” 

Mr Hainsworth said the initial 
£45,000 needs to be found urgently 
but the project could take “several 
years” to complete in its entirety. 

Following an open meeting held by 
the trust in February to gauge support 
for an appeal, the next meeting is tak¬ 
ing place at Y Dolydd at 10am on April 
22, with new members and interested 
people welcome to attend.

SHEEP eye dissection, molec¬ 
ular gastronomy and rainbow 
fizz were on the menu at Adcote 
School’s Big Science Day. 

The enthusiastic - and just a little 
bit wacky - science department at 
the all-girls independent school near 
Oswestry dished up lively experiments 
for pupils and visitors as part of Brit¬ 
ish Science Week. 

Head of science Ivan Phillips led the girls 
as they conducted chemical experiments 
on the theme of change, including turning 
wine into blueberry milkshake, conducting 
flame tests and creating ‘rainbow fizz’ look¬ 
ing at colour change and acid based reac¬ 
tions. He also wowed them in the dark with 
the ‘whoosh bottle’, combusting ethanol 
sprayed into a flame and engaged them in 
food spherification - creating little edible 
jelly bubbles. 

Nicola Bignell, head of sixth form and 
Adcote physics teacher, demonstrated col¬ 
lapsing cans, showing girls the effect of air 
pressure as soda cans are heated and then 
dropped in cold water. She was assisted by 
Nick Aston Smith, Adcote’s physicist, bar¬ 
bershop musician and mathematician, who 
boldly volunteered to pump up water rock¬ 
ets and submit himself to a series of electri¬ 
cal shocks in the Van der Graaf generator 
demonstration. The girls loved seeing their 
hair stand on end in the time-honoured 
trick. Over in the school’s new biology lab, 
teacher Emma Barnett dissected sheep’s 
eyeballs and girls examined woodlice in a 
petri dish and used potometers, studying 
how plants and animals respond to change. 
Adcote also took Year 9 girls to the Big Bang 
UK Young Scientists and Engineers Fair at 
Birmingham’s NEC during the week.

Worries over 
lengthy wait 
for ambulance 

A BOY who fell at an isolated beauty 
spot, gashing his head, had to wait more 
than two hours for an ambulance, it has 
been claimed. 

His family was on a day trip to the pic¬ 
turesque Llanrhaeadr Waterfall when the 
boy tumbled in woods next to the falls, 
hitting a huge rock as he fell down a scree 
slope. 

Staff at the Pistyll Rhaeadr tea rooms 
dialled 999 and rushed to help at about 
2.30pm on Monday. 

They say the first ambulance did not 
arrive for two hours and the crew, on see¬ 
ing the severity of the cut on the boy’s 
head, then had to radio for assistance. 

Eventually a Welsh Air Ambulance 
flew into the valley and the patient was 
airlifted to the Countess of Chester Hos¬ 
pital in Chester. 

Phil Facey, who owns the tea rooms, 
said paramedics had said the boy, who 
was about 10 years old, would need 
stitches in the head wound. 

“I was travelling back to Llanrhaeadr 
from London when this happened and my 
staff did what they could to help the boy. 
They provided blankets and cups of tea,” 
he said. 

“An ambulance was called but one hour 
went by and then another with no sign of 
an ambulance. 

“All the time the boy was in pain and 
the family - who were from Chester - and 
our staff were really worried.” 

“As I understand it when people ring 
999 the call taker has to decide what pri¬ 
ority the incident is and it seems that this 
was triaged to a low severity. 

“But a boy with a head injury should 
surely be high priority.” 

The Welsh Ambulance Service said it 
was looking into the circumstances.

Villagers in 
move to save 
their local pub 

A CALL for villagers to form a co-opera¬ 
tive in a bid to bring their only pub back 
to life is winning support. 

The Kings Head in Meifod, which had 
been run by temporary landlords in re¬ 
cent months on behalf of Admiral Tav¬ 
erns, has closed and the property has 
been boarded up. 

Resident Katherine Gilmour is now 
calling on other members of the com¬ 
munity to show their love for the public 
house by joining together to form a coop¬ 
erative, which could lead to the pub being 
run by villagers. 

She said: “Unfortunately we’ve had no 
benefactors come forward, so I think our 
best bet is to form a community cooper¬ 
ative. 

“We can’t just sit back and do nothing, 
that isn’t an option. If people feel strongly 
about our pub, a cooperative could be the 
solution.” Jonathan Wilkinson, a mem¬ 
ber of Meifod Community Council, said 
he would “100 per cent” back a coopera¬ 
tive but in order for that to be a success, a 
“committed and energetic leader” would 
be needed in order to drive it. 

He said: “I do think a community co¬ 
operative would be a fantastic idea, it’s 
something I would fully support but what 
I would say is a committed and energetic 
leader is needed because I don’t want to 
make any illusions, it would be incredibly 
hard work. 

“It would be difficult and it would be 
time consuming, and once you throw fi¬ 
nance into the mix, that’s when it gets 
even more tricky.” 

Councillor Wilkinson said “hundreds of 
thousands of pounds” would be needed to 
secure the pub’s long-term future. 

He described the closure of the much¬ 
loved pub as an “awful shame”. 

Anger over 
Easter hunts 

RELIGIOUS leaders and politicians have 
condemned a decision to drop the word 
Easter from Cadbury and National Trust 
egg hunts. 

Some 300 Easter egg hunts will take 
place this year at National Trust proper¬ 
ties, but this year’s Easter campaign has 
been called the ‘Cadbury’s Great British 
Egg Hunt’. 

Hunts are taking place at the National 
Trust’s Dudmaston Estate, Benthall 
Hall, Sunnycroft, Attingham and Card¬ 
ing Mill Valley in Shropshire as well as 
Erddig near Wrexham and Powis Castle 
at Welshpool. 

Prime Minister Theresa May described 
the absence of ‘Easter’ from the title as 
‘absolutely ridiculous’, Sandwell MP 
John Spellar condemned the decision as 
‘the worst sort of politically correct fake 
news’. 

The Archbishop of York accused the 
chocolate giant of ‘spitting on the grave’ 
of the company’s religious founder. 

Cadbury, which was founded by Quaker 
John Cadbury in 1824, denied that it had 
removed the word “Easter” from its mar¬ 
keting and communication materials. 

The National Trust said that sugges¬ 
tions it was downplaying the significance 
of Easter were ‘nonsense’ while the choc¬ 
olate firm dismissed the archbishop’s 
claim as ‘simply not true’. 

Grant of £25,000 
for health project 

A CHARITY has been awarded £25,000 
to develop a project that will help support 
people with mental health problems. 

Citizens Advice Powys has been given 
the money from the Martin Lewis Fund 
as part of £1 million donated to the Cit¬ 
izens Advice Bureau charity nationally. 

It will be used to develop a project offer¬ 
ing advice on a range of subjects, includ¬ 
ing debt and welfare benefits to members 
of local health services via digital plat¬ 
forms, such as Skype. Citizens Advice 
Powys will be able to share its learning, 
and potentially encourage other local 
Citizens Advice branches to launch sim¬ 
ilar projects so that more people across 
England and Wales benefit. Muriel Ryan, 
chief executive of Citizens Advice Powys, 
said: “We are delighted to receive this 
award through the Martin Lewis Fund. 
This grant gives us the opportunity to 
run a project we have already tested with 
clients and have recognised can benefit 
local people with mental health difficul¬ 
ties.”

Crown court 
plans given 
the go-ahead 

PLANS to convert Shrewsbury’s mag¬ 
istrates court into Shropshire’s crown 
court have been given the go-ahead. 

The former court, which closed in 
March 2016 and has stood empty since, 
will be transformed from the current 
court set up of four courtrooms into a 
purpose-built two room courtroom ar¬ 
rangement with space for juries, judges, 
and public galleries. 

The Ministry of Justice had applied 
to Shropshire Council for permission to 
alter the building’s layout and also add 
an extension and new pedestrian access. 

The extension would provide an extra 
154 square metres of floorspace. 

Full planning permission for both in¬ 
ternal alterations, extension, and pedes¬ 
trian access has now been granted. 

Agents working for the MoJ said that 
knocking the four courts into two would 
allow for the creation of other facilities 
including a multi purpose hearing room, 
judges’ chambers and retiring rooms for 
juries. The MoJ now plan to move the 
crown court from its existing building in 
Shirehall the small distance to the newly 
refurbished building on neighbouring 
Preston Street. Alistair Russell, of plan¬ 
ning agents RPS, said that the move 
will mean that an empty building will be 
brought back into use. 

He said: “From an economic perspec¬ 
tive the extension would provide con¬ 
struction work in the short term and 
long-term employment opportunities 
when the court re-opens. The develop¬ 
ment would also bring back into use a 
building which is currently unused and 
therefore economically inefficient. The 
development would enable the court, an 
important facility, to reopen in Shrews¬ 
bury.” 

Armed officers 
are on standby 

ARMED officers are on standby 24 hours 
a day in case of terrorist attacks in Shrop¬ 
shire, police have revealed. 

Anthony Bangham, chief constable of 
West Mercia Police, and John Campion, 
the region’s police and crime commis¬ 
sioner, have revealed the information as 
part of their efforts to reassure the public 
in the wake of the recent terrorist attack 
in Westminster. 

They say armed officers are ready to 
prevent attacks and respond swiftly to 
any taking place - although they stress 
there is no specific threat to the area. 

Chief Constable Bangham said: “Our 
country was shaken by the events in 
Westminster. This will, no doubt, have 
caused our communities to reflect and 
some people may feel fearful. To those 
people I would like to reassure you that 
we are committed to keeping you and 
your family safe and there is no intelli¬ 
gence to suggest a specific threat to our 
communities. 

“Community policing remains at the 
very heart of all we do and our local 
policing approach is supported by an 
armed capability, available 24 hours a 
day across the force area, to both prevent 
incidents and respond swiftly where we 
are needed.” 

Mr Bangham said the attack had 
shown the risks officers face.

Staff at the centre manned the calls 
during the fundraiser to ensure the 
thousands of people making phone 
pledges were able to give without prob¬ 
lems, and according to Emma Tennant, 
a spokeswoman for BT, the night went 
smoothly for staff working in Oswestry 
and Shrewsbury.

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Doreen for Mayor? 
No, I'm far too lazy

he’s the first lady of the 
Black Country. Doreen 
Tipton, the region’s pre¬ 
eminent Lazy Cow, is 
a crisp-eating, award¬ 
winning, panto-dazzling, 
loff-a-minute who’ll be on the road in 
Telford and a host of venues across 
the West Midlands soon. 

Her Grand Night Out is making its final run, her 
autumn show, Rise Of The Yam-Yam, is selling quicker 
than scratchings at a Midlands pub and she’ll be back in 
panto at Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre. 

Happily, we tracked her down to Tipton - where else - 
to find out more about her remarkable year. This is how 
things went. . . 

Doreen, first of all, congratulations on receiving 
two prestigious awards in the space of a week - Best 
Newcomer in the Great British Panto Awards in London, 
and then What’s On readers voted you Midlands 
Entertainment Personality of the Year. How does it feel to 
be a winner? 

“The panto award was a lovely surprise, and I got to 
meet Christopher Big Ones (Christopher Biggins), who 
is world-famous in tights. I couldn’t remember anything 
that had happened the previous two months during the 
show, but I must have done something right. 

“And the second award from What’s On was even 
more incredible, because of who I was up against. It’s 
an honour to be thought of in the same breath as the 
other four finalists. Julie Walters is a personal favourite 
of mine because I’m a big fan of the Harry Potplant 
films, Bev Knight is a musical legend, and the bloke 
from Citizen Khan is apparently on the telly in a BBC 
comedy that they’re really proud of, so I’m assuming he 
must be funny. I hadn’t heard of Sir Lenny Henry, but 
he’s obviously one to watch for the future. So yes, I feel 
blessed to have beaten them hands-down. But the losers 
have nothing to be ashamed of. They’ve done well to get 
this far.” 

What celebrations did you enjoy following the 
announcements? A packet of cheese and onion and half 
a Batham’s, or something more exotic: a Desperate Dan 
pie and a pint of Lumphommer? 

“Actually, I never drink on duty. Thankfully I’m never on 
duty, so it worked out well.” 

What are you working on at the moment? 

“Working is probably too strong a word, but I have got 
several projects on the go. I’m currently in the middle of 
doing a short Spring tour with some final Grand Night 
Out shows for them that missed it first time around. Then 
I’m having a lie-down. We’ll then be touring with a brand 
new show for autumn: Doreen: Rise of the Yam-Yam 
which is going to be epic. And along the way I’m filming 
a new DVD documentary called Doreen’s Black Country 
where I tour around the area and meet some wonderful 
characters. I’m hoping it will be a funny and very 
affectionate account of our native land.” 

When you were growing up in Tipton, did you for a 
moment imagine you’d become an iconic local hero? 

Is there a sense of destiny about the rise and rise of the 
Yam-Yam? 

“I’m not sure what iconic means, but if it means 
something nice, then yes. For too long the Black Country 
has lived in the shadow of neighbouring Brum, which 
itself has lived in the shadow of London. Nobody was 
taking us seriously. I hope that, through my comedy, I can 
finally get people to stop laughing at us.” 

From here, we imagine a move into politics. Will you 
be standing for the local council, as an MP, or seeking 
election as the President of another country? 

“I was recently offered a job as President 
Trumpet’s hod carrier, but at my age I 
thought better of it. Actually I have 
considered forming the Yam- 
Yam Party, and putting 
some common-sense 
policies in place, such as 
making people who break 
the law pay for their prison food and 
accommodation.” 

And what if they can’t afford it? 

“If they can’t afford it, they can sell their 
house, like old folk have to in order to afford their 
care home. What’s the difference? Except one’s a

criminal and the other isn’t. I’m seriously considering 
becoming a tax-payer, so I can complain about how the 
Government spends my money. Perhaps if I do go into 
politics I’ll start small. Isn’t the West Midlands after a new 
Mayor?” 

Do you fancy the job? 

“Oh ... is it a job? No then.” 

The vast riches that your success will have brought 
will have to be invested wisely, we imagine. Will you be 
buying property in Tipton, like The Wreck? Or will you 
invest in ‘osses? 

“So far I’ve invested everything into scratchcards, 
which offer the biggest return on your outlay. I think 
the scratchcard idea should be rolled out to welfare 
generally. For example, instead of the Government paying 
you housing benefit directly, which is boring, you could 
have a month’s rent as one of the scratchcard prizes, or 
some child benefit, or a week’s free jobseekers, and then 
have lots of smaller prizes of things like multi-packs of 
crisps, or Pringles, and lucky bags for the kids. It would 
also be a great way for Government to control welfare 
spending, so that none of it is wasted on gambling.” 

With such a busy schedule, we imagine the only way 
you keep in touch with current affairs is by reading your 
favourite newspaper: the Star.

They will sing a beautiful cantata, 
Daughter of Jairus, which was composed 
by Sir John Stainer for the Worcester 
al of 1875 but rarely performed since the 
composer’s death in 1901. 

As far as is known, the last performance in Britain of 
this work with full orchestra was at the Leeds Festival in 
1910. 


The orchestral parts of the cantata eventually found 
their way to the USA , but the full score remained at 
Durham University. 

With the blessing of Stainer’s great grandson, Guilsfield 
Singers’ musical director, Gerry Howe, has transcribed 
and edited the score from the composer’s original 
manuscript. 

Daughter of Jairus will be performed with 
accompaniment from the Maldwyn Strings led by Mark 
Purdy, together with a wind section specially assembled 
for the occasion and soloists Sarah Garrett, Christopher 
Barnes and Michael Birchwood. 

It will be the final piece in this unique concert. 

Stainer’s oratorio Crucifixion is well known to lovers 
of choral music, but those not familiar with his work may 
like to know that Stainer was very much influenced by 
Mendelssohn.

MOTORING ROAD TEST 



There’s a bolder face on the updated Ford Kuga with a more prominent grille 

No need for revolution 
in crazy world of SUVs 

By Ian Donaldson - F0RD KUGA TITANIUM X 2.0 TDCI AWD POWERSHIFT, £32,845 



Ford took on board more than 
22,000 comments from research 
clinics and surveys as it went about 
giving its Kuga SUV a mid-life 
refresh. The hope, of course, was a 
better car. 

How much better? Well, you can 
now push a button to wake up the new 
SYNC 3 connectivity system and tell 
the car “I need a coffee”, to be directed 
to a nearby cafe. Same applies to 
airport, hotels, car parks and the like. 

Which is hardly a make or break 
feature, but another example of how 
smarty-pants electronics is taking over 
the world. And very useful some of it is, 
of course. 

Another change being adopted by 
car makers is the consignment of 
buttons to the dustbin of design history 
and crowning the touchscreen as the 
future for a generation of owners who 
see an iPad as an extension of their 
arm. 

Convenient 

So, the latest Kuga loses some 
buttons and gains a big and clear 
touchscreen. It works well, even if 
mounting it back into the dashboard 
makes for some awkward finger 
stabbing. 

And Ford, thankfully, has not gone 
the full no-buttons road of some 
others, leaving the heating controlled 
by buttons and knobs, and all the more 
convenient for that. 

Electrics play a pivotal role in other 
items featured on this revamp, even if 
most of them cost extra, even on the 
high level Titanium X car you see here, 
ranging from a hands-free tailgate 
(£150 and waggle a foot beneath the 
rear bumper) to a rear view camera 
(£250) and active city stop (£200) 
which brakes for you and avoids a 
collision if you’re not concentrating. 

Ford says the Kuga’s cockpit is 
‘meticulously crafted’ - but solid and 
sensible is more like it andt it all works 
well. A new electronic handbrake (not 
that anyone will use it at the lights) 
frees up space between the front seats 
for extra storage, even perhaps a cup 
of coffee if your voice command fails to 
find a nearby cafe. 

A USB connection point lets you 
keep your mobile phone charged, 
while for £125 you can warm your 
hands on a heated steering wheel, 
wrapped in leather. 

That same covering is used 
for the seats in the Titanium 
X model on test, heated in 
the front and electrically adjustable for 
the driver. 

Other Titanium X goodies include 
a glass roof big enough to make the 


most of a dull winter’s day, a powered 
tailgate and impressive xenon 
headlamps that bend round corners 
and adapt their beam shape - even 
searching out the side of the road in 
a downpour and ensuring oncoming 
drivers aren’t dazzled. 

Outside the car you’ll notice a 
bolder face with more prominent grille 
(everyone’s making their cars look 
more aggressive these days), along 
with redesigned tail lights, alloy wheels 
and new paint colours. 

Kuga prices start at £21,395 for a car 
with a petrol engine and manual gears 
and top out with the £34,915 Vignale 
with the same 2.0 litre petrol engine 
and auto gearbox as the modestly less 


well equipped and cheaper car tested 
here. 

That underbonnet combination 
produced 39.7mpg over more than 
500 miles, including a lot of London 
driving (bad for economy) and a 
deal of motorway time too (good 
for frugality). It also meant a quiet 
power unit once warmed through and 
performance that was the right side of 
adequate, if some way from sporty. 

A hesitant step off from stationary 
was sometimes not helpful in rush 
hour traffic. 

So, this latest Kuga is hardly a 
revolution but Ford has done enough 
to keep the car current in a world 
that’s gone SUV crazy.

Spider senses are tingling

You know the sports car dream 
- long evenings of soft English 
sunshine with the hood down 
and a romantic country cottage 
for two at journey’s end. 

Or there’s the reality. Seven 
consecutive days of hard frost with 
odd interludes of sleet and snow 
to add a bit of interest. 

A sports car that could survive 
that week-long chill and emerge 
smiling must have something 
going for it. Which the new Fiat 
124 Spider most certainly does. 

Reviving a famous name 
from the Swinging Sixties, the 
newcomer takes its looks from 
that car but nothing else, except 
perhaps a certain attitude to 
enjoying your time at the wheel. 

In fact, there’s a lot of something 
else beneath the Spider’s 
handsome shape, where 
important bits of the world’s best 
selling sports car, the Mazda MX-5 
are hidden. 

Indeed, the 124 Spider is built 
alongside the MX-5 in Mazda’s 
Japanese factory and even uses 
that car’s interior with only modest 
changes to hopefully give a sort of 
Italianate feel to proceedings. 

Much more important is a 
change you won’t spot without 
lifting the bonnet; there’s a 1.4 
litre turbocharged engine lurking 
there, not the 1.5 or 2.0 litre non¬ 
turbos offered by Mazda. 

And that has a profound effect 
on the way the 124 Spider drives. 

It produces a bit more power than 
Mazda’s smaller engine and a bit 


less than the larger one. Much 
more important is the way adding 
a turbo has produced lots of low 
down pulling power. The MX-5 
motors need revs to get them 
going, which you may think is the 
essence of sporty motoring. 

But the Fiat demands less use 
of its superbly crisp gearchange 
for results; the engine pulling 
from lower revs with a properly 
sporting noise and enough push 
to surprise. 

Lively 

The Spider is a tiny bit larger 
than the Mazda, but the same 
quoted weight and feels every 
centimetre the lively companion 
you hoped for while slipping into 
the thinly padded driving seat. 

Once suitably set up you’ll find 
a cockpit that doesn’t waste any 
space and which will make a six- 
footer feel snug. 

Within the confines of such a 
smallish car, there are welcome 
attempts at adding practicality 
with storage boxes between the 
seats and on the bulkhead behind 
them. 

The boot is a bit larger than 
Mazda offers and enough for a 
couple of squashy overnight bags 
and the odd pair of shoes besides. 
In other words, you don’t have to 
sacrifice all the conveniences of a 
civilised life for a weekend away. 

You won’t miss out either 
on the sort of indulgence that 
makes modern motoring a more 
comfortable business. 

Gone are the hair shirt days of 
sport car ownership, with even the 


least expensive Classica model 
(£20,995) having air conditioning, 
cruise control and 16ins alloy 
wheels as standard. 

The £23,745 Lusso adds larger 
alloys, satellite navigation, climate 
control, fog lamps and rear 
parking camera, while the £24,995 
Lusso Plus tops out the range and 
adds LED headlamps, auto lights 


and wipers and a nine speaker 
Bose sound system. 

This latter feature will have a 
harder time making itself heard 
than in, say, a tin top hatchback. 
The canvas roof on the 124 Spider 
folds back in seconds without a 
driver needing to leave the seat, 
but it’s always going to make 
more noise than a roof you can’t 


remove. Call it part of the sports 
car pedigree. 

So too is the way the car 
scampers through corners in 
a way not even a performance 
tuned hatch can manage, feeling 
light on its toes and as eager to 
please as a year-old spaniel. And 
a 44mpg average over my week 
kept me smiling too.

HOLDERS The New Saints stayed

The encounter had been in the balance for 
over an hour, with Connah’s Quay holding their 
own against the Welsh Premier champions at the 
Bangor University Stadium.
